Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With regards to claims 1-7, prior art fails to teach the recited structure configurations for 
providing uniform composite capacitance. Specifically, prior art fails to teach the recited sensor 
configuration in combination with either the recited wiring pattern or the specific requirements 
of the recited dummy section as well as the specific requirements of the recited capacitance 
matching and wire widths.
